sent a letter to all the county ch air­ 
man and members of the county fin­ 
ance committees, urging th em to get 
busy at once and conclude the mem 
bership campaign. 
The lease secured on the old bar 
room in St. Louis union depot, 
the 
only available place for a display of 
Southeast M issouri’s products, m ust 
be acted upon March 20, and no action 
can be taken until the mem bership 
dues am ount to at least $20,000. 
Unless the m em berships am ount to 
at least $20,000 by March 20, 
the en­ 
tire proposition is likely to fail, so it 
is up to the com mittee in each of the 
counties to act prom ptly. 
Cape G ir­ 
ardeau and Scott counties have finish­ 
ed their cam paigns and ‘‘went over 
the to p ” with flying colors. Missis­ 
sippi county will finish up this week 
and will do the handsome thing. O th­ 
er counties are urged to act without 
fu rth e r delay.

“ I think this B ureau is the most 
im portant undertaking before South­ 
east Missouri at the p resen t tim e and 
1 firm ly believe that every business 
man and every farm er in Southeast 
Missouri could afford to drop his p er­ 
sonal affairs fo r two or three days’ 
time, if it was necessary and put it 
over.

W ashington, March 1.—T aking ad­ 
vantage of the term s of the recently 
approved Federal 
w aterpow er 
act, 
Henry Ford will utilize the Govern­ 
ment dam in the Hudson River 
a t 
Troy, N. Y., to obtain power for an 
industrial plant on Green Island, at 
the west end of the dam. 
F o rd ’s application for the rig h t to 
develop w ater power at Troy was ap ­ 
proved yesterday by the Federal W a­ 
te r Power Commission, consisting of 
the Secrteary of W ar, S ecretary of 
the Interior and Secretary of A gricul­ 
ture. 
The application had been pend­ 
ing since last July. 
It is the under­ 
standing of the commission th a t Ford 
will proceed a t once to install 
a 
power plant for the m anufacture of 
m otor cars and trucks. 
The total capacity of the plant will 
be about 8000 horsepower, of which 
Ford plans to use a daily av erag e of 
about 3000 horsepower. 
F o r his li­ 
cense he will pay the G overnm ent an 
annual fee of $5700, this being the 
interest charge on the G overnm ent’s 
investm ent in the dam, and in addi­ 
tion will pay an adm inistrative charge 
of 25 cents a year per horsepower 
utilized.

Washington, March 1.—Taking ad­ 
vantage of the terms of the recently 
approved Federal 
waterpower 
act, 
Henry Ford will utilize the Govern­ 
ment dam in the Hudson River 
at 
Troy, N. Y., to obtain power for an 
industrial plant on Green Island, at 
the west end of the dam. 
Ford’s application for the right to 
develop water powef at Troy was ap­ 
proved yesterday by the Federal Wa­ 
ter Power Commission, consisting of 
the Secrteary of War, Secretary of 
the Interior and Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture. The application had «been pend­ 
ing since last July. 
It is the under­ 
standing of the commission that Ford 
will proceed at once to install 
a 
power plant for the manufacture of 
motor cars and trucks. 
The total capacity of the plant will 
be about 8000 horsepower, of which 
Ford plans to use a dally average of 
about 3000 horsepower. 
For his li­ 
cense he will pay the Government an 
annual fee of $5700, this being the 
interest charge on the Government’« 
investment in the dam, and in addi­ 
tion will pay an administrative charge 
of 25 cents a year per horsepower 
utilized. These are the rates fixed in 
the water-power act. 
Ford’s application was unanimous­ 
ly approved, the commission announc­ 
ed. 
The delay in granting the li­ 
cense was due to the necessity of get­ 
ting certain details of the power plan 
approv«! by the State of New York.

Government Whitewash 


“Government whitewash”

durable than common whitewash.

does not brush off so easily and is a 
better white for exterior use. 
To make “government whitewash’ 
take one peck of lime slaked in boiling 
water and kept just covered by the 
water while slaking. 
Strain through 
a coarse cloth. 
Add two quarts of 
fine salt dissolved in warm water, a 
pound of rice meal or ground rice 
boiled in water to a thin paste, one- 
fourth pound of whiting, and half a 
pound of glue dissolved in warm wa­ 
ter. 
Adding sweet milk makes 
it 
still better. 
Mix all thoroughly and let 
stand 
covered for two or three days, stir­ 
ring occasionally. 
Before using, heat the mixture and, 
after it is hot, stir in half a pint oT 
crude carbolic acid to give it disin­ 
fecting properties.
